The deep interest that is felt, and the solicitude, universally 
manifested at the approach of the period for the convening 
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ot fa gRepsaseniatives of a free people are convincing 

ats, of the greai importance and responsibility of your 

isus.— To provide hy law for the government of society; 
to revise and correct thore already in force, toas to pro- 
tect each individual member of the community, in the full 
enjoyment of his rights and privileges; to promgte and 
advance the gereral welfare of the state—are objecis no 
Jess dificult than patriotic, and calls ferth ihe greatest 
exertions of the mind. In taking a retrospective view 
of the events of the Jast season, connected with ihe in- 
teregt and prosperity of our constituents, we are presented 
With a prospect truly pleasing—and are involcniarily drawn 
with feelings of devotion, and gratitude, to acknowledge, our 
obligations to ihe Supreme Raler of the Universe—who (vith 
a vigilenteye has ever watched over and projected the 
growing prosperity of cur Republic) for the numercus bles- 
Sings which in the dispensations of His Divine Providence, 
we have been permitted to enjoy. But few of our fellow- 
sitizens have fallen victims to the diseases of the climate, 
and notwithstanding, the sgricultural interest bas, in seme 
degree, snffered irom a iong droughi—tbe protracted season 
of autumn, as made our article of exportation, unusually 
abundant, thereby securing a sufficient supply for all tie ne- 
cessary comiuris of life, and shielding cor fellow-citizens 
iom pecuniary embarrassment. The various branches cf 
business sre in a prospergus condition, our commerce. unin- 
terropied, {with a sf§ele exception), by the enterprising ge- 
nius of our fellow ciffgns, is forcing iis way to every guar- 
ter of the habitable Globe. We 8nd curselves in the full ex- 
joyment of domestic quictude, and peace, with all nations. 
The governments, state end national, under which we live, 
bejog of our onn jormaiion, administered for the genera! 
welfare, derive their strength aud durability, from the afec- 
tions, and conidente of ihe people. Our rights, civil, po- 
litical and religious, are secured by constitutional guarantees 
sgalust the encroachment oi despotic poster —ihe freedom 
ut speech, opinion, and action, (nol incompatible with the 
peace and safety of society, or the rights of individuals.) are 
‘he prerogatives of an American citizen,—which no domestic

the Sih day of January Jast, after deducting the Literary; 
and Three per cent. Funds, amounted to £39,622 18 1-4 
cets., since which time the additional sum of $15,877 43 1-2 
cts. has been received on account of the last year’s taxes, 
making the sum total to amount to $55,499 57 14 cts: the . 
sums audited, since that time, amounts to $34,288 62 3-4 cts., 
which shews a balance remaining in the Treasury of $21,210 
$4 1-2 cis. Although the sum that will be received on. ac- 
count of the taxés, at fhe close of the fiscal year, will fall 
considerably sbort of the revenue of the last, the circumstance 
of the ‘surplus, in the Treasury, being greater than usual, 
induces the belief that it will be found amply sufficient to 
meet the current expences of the ensuing year. 
With feelings of regret I inform the General Assembly that 
in many of the counties, the Assessors have entirely failed in 
taking the value of property,according to a provision of an act 
of last session, attributable to the reluctance on the part of own- 
ers to state on oath, the value, and the want of competent pow- 
ers in the assessor fo coerce the ame—all equal taxation having 
the value of -property for its basis, there are but two modes 
of arriving at it—either cur present and least expensive, by 
classification or by valuation—Sheuld it be the disposition of 
the General Assembly, to adopt the latter I would respectfully - 
recommend, the appointment of a suitable number of com- 
missioners in each county, as the most certain means of as— 
certaining the trne value, and least objectionable to our fel- 
jow-citizens. 
_ The contingent expences of the Executive Department, 
from the first day of January last, up to the present time, 
amounis to $1,383 18 cts. leaving a surplus of the appro- 
priation of $116 82 cts. which remains in the Treasury, sub- 
ject to be transferred to the general fund.—The vouchers are 
filed in the Auditor’s Office, for the ‘inspection of your com- 
mittee of accounts. 
in pursuance of a resolution of the General Assembly au- 

thorizing the President and Directors of the Literary fund 
to invest twelve thousand dollars in Bank stock, the amount 
of ten thousand three hundred dollars has been subscribed 
for. It would have been in the power of the board to have 
invested a much larger sum, bad itnot been for the circum- 
stance of its being previously loaned, and could not be col- 
lected without oppressing the borrowers —As there will be 
a considerable sum available, this year, it is desired that a 
resolution may be passed, authorizing the board to vest if 
in stock. 


During the past year, thera has been received from the Sev 
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grepery oi tee Treasury of ibe United Siales, fonr ihom- 
“den seven bundred and seventeen Sollars, elever cents, 
en account of the three per cent. fund; which sum, has ai- 
veady been anticipaied by previous appropriations made 
by jaw to variogs objects of internal improvement. This 
sum, small in itself, and received semi-anwually, is not sufi 
cient at this time to effect great or lasting benefit. The ob- 
jects to which it has been appropriated, are small and tempera- 
¥y——but here been found of considerable benefit in faci-itat- 
ing the transportation of produce to market, and encouraging 
emigration—more especially. in the new settled parts of the 
Mate where the inhadbiauis are few, and nol ina sitnation iz 
waeke roads, but in a few years the npprovemenis, tbus cor- 
@tracted, will moulder into decay, leaving no lasting Denert 
to result to ihe state. It cannot be very imporien: to ihe 
general government, by whom this is donzted, whether the 
principal cr proceeds be epplied to the objects contempieter 
—nor do Il conceive it woma be a visiation e” good iaki io 
apply the latter insicad cf the former. We ivok forward 
With fond anticipation to the extinguimeent of ibe ladin ti 
ties to the land within our boundaries, amd have Gattering 
prospects tLat the period is not far distant, when it will be 
accomplished. Shocid it be the policy of the General Às- 
sembly to commenze ai an eariy period to nurse anc cherich 
this Qunc.-and the Congress of the United States still persist 
an their policy towards ibe new states, ip relation tp their 
public lantz, by the time these lands are brought into market, 
ane generally sold, this fund will amouni in a vasi sum, fully 
adequate to tbe accompishment of any oject orebjeris of 
infernal improvement thet may be conien piaied by the state, 
I would therefore respectivily recommend io the Genera! As- 
seanbly, the propriety of vesting it in productive stock, whiz 
See appropriations already made are paid of, ibe proceed: ts 
be applied te roade and canais.

bave used such exertions as were deemed consistent with the 
dignity af ibe state, io effect the abject contemplated by the 
act. Being aporised of the great importance, in ‘going into 
the money market, to beable fo ofer the best security pos- 
sibie in order to effect the loan on the lowest terms, an appli- 
tion was made to the Bank of Mississippi—to join the 
State in guaranteeing the payment of such loan as migat be 
effected. which request was readily compiled with ca the part 
of the Bank. A correspondence was then opened with several 
Banking institutions in the eastern cities; and although they 
acknowledged themselses perfectly satisfied with the security 
tendered, severally declined making the Iocan. An agent 
was then appointed, with full powers to negctiate for itbut 
Without success; the reason of which was that, no capi- 
talist was willing to lend so tarze an amount, on bonds not 
negotiable, and forthe length of lime coniempiated by the 
law, Every assurance, however, is gisen that the amcuat may 
be obtained by executing segotiabie bonds ts the amount of 
dilteen or tweniy thou-and dollars ‘s2 which the holder could 
at any time reimburse himself, if his necessities vequired it} 
yulting them in market and payzng one fourth per cent. bro- 
kerape; but as the season of the year had elapsed, whea it 
could have been drawn for nith advantage, and efforts having 
been made by many of sur fellow-citizens to procure the es- 
tablishment of a Branch of the United States Bank at Natchez; 
it was deemed alvisable to postpose meking farther efforts, 
until the meeting of the General Assembly.—in the event of 
the introduction of a branch of the United Siates Bank into our 
state, the dividend of the stock of the bank of Mississippi 
would be so far reduced, as not to make it aa object desirabie, 
that this Joan should be carried inte effect, Ht should be 
the policy of every new state, more particulary of one with 
the limited resources of Mississippi, to avail herself of every 
Teudable means for raising a imd, is order to efecti those 
great objects of political aggrandizemen!, which distinguish 
a civilized community from a savage state,—without ihe 
barthen of taxation. In a few years the chater of the 
jank of Mississippi will expire, at which time, Ihave po 


" doubt, the state will establish other backing igsiituticus—in 
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hO stock’ of which she will either participate or requize a” 
panus. of the stock-holders, equal to ihe prerogative they 
may enjoy.—The introduction of a braach of the United 
States Bank would defeat this desirable object, without even 
the privilege on the part of the state, of taxing their stock.— 
With these reflections, I have no hesitation in giving it as my 
opinion that, the General Assembly should resist the measure. 
A resolution haying passed at the last session, recommend- | 
ing the President and Directors of the Bank of the state, to 
take into consideration the propriety of establishing a branch 
at Vicksburgh, I addressed a communication to that body,and 
have received for answer that they do not deem it expedient. 
The southern states generally, having passed laws fo pre- 
-yeni the importation of staves for the purposes of traffic, has 
left Mississippi almost the only receptacle for the surplus 
black population of the middle states, where their labor is not 
found so productive asin the south; the vast number annually 
imported into our state, has excited uneasiness in the minds of 
any of our fellow citizens, and caused them to feel much 
solicitude that we should adopt the policy of our neighbor- 
ing states.——Slavery is an evil at best, and has invariably op- 
erated oppressively on the poorer class of every community 
into which it has been introduced, by destroying that mutual 
dependence which would otherwise exist between the rich 
aud the poor, and excludes from the state, in proportion to 
. the number of slaves, a free white population, through the 
‘means of which alone, can we expect to take rank with our 
sister states, With these reflections I submit it to the wis- 
fom of the General Assembly, to say whether the period has 
‘not arrived, when Mississippi, in her own defence, shauld,as 
faras practicable, prevent the further introduction of slaves 
forsale? 

‘tn a government like ours, based on republican principles, 
the laws regulating e:ections cannot be {oo wel} secured, by 
suitable penalties, against fraud and the evil practices of de- 
signing persdhs, whereby the will of the majority may be de- 
feated . Outs,-in their operations have been found defective, in~ 
asmuch as f¥ére is no provision for contesting the election 
of the important officers of sheriff and coroner; and, although 
ihe returning officers subject themselves to severe penalties, 
for neglect of duty or fraud in conducting an election—yet, 
there is no provision for punishing such persons, who by via», 
Jence or stealth, obtain access to the ballot box, and by 
changifg the tickets defeat the will of the majority. - | 

in my méssage of last year, 1 recommended the estalish- 
ment of a fifth judicial district—I would again respectiully 
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call the attention of the General Assembly to this subject: 
The duties ‘already assigned to the Judges of our supreme 
court, are more than they can well perform—the terms al- 
lowed to many of the cuvties are found too short to transact 
the business of the court—The citizens of the county of 
Washington, bave not enjoyed the inestimable blessings 
guaranteed to them by the constitution,fur the want of a court 
—The inhabitants of several of the new counties have it in 
contemplation to claim a division of their territory from the 
General Assembly—therefore it would appear that the crea- 
ting of an additional judicial district is indispensible. 

I have recently had the pleasure of receiving a communi- 
cation from his Excellency, tbe Governor of Alabama, in- 
forming me the General Assembly of the state over which be 
presides has authorized him to settle the accounts which re- 
main unadjusted between this state and Alabama, a copy of 
which is herewith transmitted for ycur consideration. Sev- 
eral attempts have been made to settle these accounts, which 
grew out of the separation of Alabama, from Mississippi, 
without success. One during the last year, by commission- 
ers appointed on the part of the respective states, as will 
more fully appear by a reference tomy communication made 
to the last General Assembly on this subject. 

The period is not far distant, and is fast approaching, 
when the freemen of our country will be called on to exer. 
cise their elective franchise in voting for electors to choose 
a President and Vice-President of the United States, when 
the highest officers in this great Republic, will again be 
brought to a level with their fellow-citizens, aud made to feel 
that they derive their authorities from the sovereign people. 
‘It will be necessary, during the present session, to provide 
by Jaw, for their election. _. 

Having endeavored to discharge that part of my duty as 
gequires Í should lay before the General Assembly such infoy- 
mation as | am in possession of, | tender you, gentlemen, my 
cordial co-operation in all measures caleulated to promote the 
genera} welfare.

Gefiued limits, comprebending but little more than a partici- 
pation in legislation, and the right of extending pardon to 
unfortunate offenders against the penal laws of the state, so 
far as the execution of these powers. and all others incident 
to this braach of the government, may depend on my discre- 
tion, divesting myself {as far as the frailties of human nature 
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will permit} of prejudice and party feeling, incident to an 
election, it shall be invariably exercised with firmness and : 
impartiality. Since the period of our political existence, 
much has been done to provide a code of laws adapted to - 
the wants and circumstances of the community—our statutes 
bare been ably revised and consolidated, and passed the 
scratiny of several legislatures, it 1s to be presumed their de- 
fects are comparatively few, and can unfold themselves only 
by practical operation. Where changes are found necessary 
to promote the general good, I shall always be ready to co- 
operate with the General Assembly. Nor can I pass in si- 
lence the mteresting duty, that is paramount to all others, of 
affording encouragement and protection to seminaries of learn- ` 
ing within the -tate. Placed by the hand of a Kind and Over- 
Ruling Providence in a land abounding with ail the comforts 
of life—in the full enjoyment of that liberty and independ- 
ence so dearly bought by the blood of our ancestors; under a 
_ government of our own formation, guaranteeing to each indi- 
vidual, life, liberty, property, tbe eajoyments of religion ac 
cording to the dictates of his own conscience, and dispensing 
Justice, with an even hand, to the poor as well as the rich; 
the preservation of which rests on the virtue and intelligence 
ef the people at large, schools should be encouraged in every 
part of the state, to which I would add a general system of 
internal improvement; more ef-ctually to promote the ag- 
grandizement of this, our beloved country. To carry these — 
great designs into operation, I shall always be ready to co- 
operate with the General Assembly, in establishing a system 
ofcconomy. 

Fellow-citizens—In closing thishasty and imperfect ad= 
dress, permit me to hope, that harmony and cordiality will | 
characterize our deliberations. On all questions we should 
exercise towards each other, the most liberal sentiments of 
toleration and forbearance. Let us act for the whole people, 
whose best interests are confided tous, as one faimly, having 
equal claims to a participation in the benefits, and bound to 
bear an equal portion of the burden resulting from the admin- 
istration of the government. 

For the integrity with which Í shall endeavor to discharge 
the duties of the office conferred on me, I now proceed to 
give the solemn assurances required by the constitution and 
laws of the state. craving the liberal indulgence hitherto ex- 
tended to me by my fellow citizens, for errors from which no 
human being is exempt.
